Born in Peiping, Mr. Liang 
was educated in Hong Kong. He 
went in only for football and 
tennis while at school, though he 
was also keen on swimming. 

Joining the Hong Kong Jockey 
Club in 1928 he forsook all forms 
of sport in order to devote his full 
attention to riding and his efforts 
were rewarded ‘with a winner in 
his first year—he brought in Mr. 
K. C. Le’s Yuen Hsin at Macau. 
The following Year saw him bring 
in. his first winner on the Valley 
track, this time on his own pony, 
Little Thunder, which, curiously 
enough, gave him his tenth winner 
and graduation from the Novice 
Class- in the Jockey Cup in 1930. 
Since that date he has 
‘49 -winners, the majority being 
on ponies from Mr. Li Lan-sang’s 
stable, and has been responsible for 
. 8ix three-figure dividends, the 
highest being $238.90 on Cossack’s 
Beauty in the 1935 Hong Kong 
Handicap. 

Wild Cat has provided him with 
five wins and Jungle Jim with four. 
No other rider could get more out 
of Jungle Jim than Mr. Liang did.

“Without thé lat-

Medica’s tele has been des- 
eribed as unorthordox. It: is and 
it isn’t.
